The public service commission of New 
York has just rendered a decision to the 
effect that the electric light and power 
companies must not discriminate in 
their rates. Under the ruling of the 
commission schedules of the rates must 
be filed with it 30 days before they be- 
come effective, and must be adhered to 
in all cases. 

Utilities Commission the Solution. 

The action of ‘the St. Louis business 
men is the result of revelations made 
by the Post-Dispatch of the inequality 
of rates of the Union Electric company. 

The Post-Dispatch, at the time of the 
publication of the facts concerning 
lighting charges, demanded the appoint- 
ment of a municipal public service com- 
mission to inquire into lighting and 
power rates. 

Bilis for the creation.of such a com- 
mission have been the subject of dis- 
agreement in the Council and the House 
of Delegates, and a conference commit- 
tee now has such a measure in hand. 
The demand for such a commission wil! 
probably be an issue in the next city 
campaign, as it was in the election of 
three councilmen in November. 

Circult ‘Attorney Sager’s suit to dis- 
solve the Union company was dismissed 
last Saturday by Judge Taylor, and an 
appeal to the State Supreme Court. is 
in prospect unless a retrial is granted 
in the lower court. The Court held that 
the charge of conspiracy could not be 
upheld, as the company, which had a 
monopoly, could not conspire within 
itself to raise prices.

Years of Vigil Against Thieves 
Offset by Careless Set- 
ting of Fire. 





John Gaffney, 60 years old, grieved 
for a'year over the accidental destruc- 
tion of his fortune, $7000, then he killed 
himself. He drank carbolic acid at 
his home, 7324 Virginia avenue, and 
died ‘shortly afterwards Thursday aft- 
ernoon. 

The police did not have to ask a 
reason when they heard he had taken 
his own life. They merely said: “Poor 
old John Gaffney—he'’s killed himself 
finally because of that $7000 he lost.” 

The £000 was the result of years of 
saving. and self-denial. The thought 
that he would have a fine fund for his 
old age had be:n compensation enough 
to Gaffney for all his “‘doing without.”’ 
He loved to look at the money, for 
it gave him a comfortable féeling to 
have it around as he felt himself ag- 
ing. 

Though: to Foil Thieves, 

He didn’t trust in banks. Where 
would he be, he thought, if the bank 
should fail and he should become feeble 
as lots of old men do? No, it was 
better, he said,. to keep thé money 
himself, for he could hide it where no 
thief would think of looking. 

So he secreted it fir8t one place and 
then another. Nobody, not even his own 
family, ever knew where the hoard 
was. Not even Mrs. Gaffney, his wife, 
who had known almost every other 
secret he had had for decades. 

“No ‘thief would think of looking in- 

bptave for money,”’ mused the old 
ad when HOveay was looking he 
his fortune into’an unused enh g 
' Mrs. Gaffney hati’ Gime” trash 
burh and she thought that stove would 
be as good a place as any to dispose of 
it. So she built a fire there and when 
the trash burned the money did, too. 


‘Leas Broke His Spirit. 

“Old John’ Gaffney never was the 
same after that. The neighbors who 
traded at his grocery above which he 
has his home knew his story and felt 
sorry for him. The policeman on the 
beat knew. And they all suspected that 
“Old John’’ Gaffney’s heart was break- 
ing over the loss of his fortune. 

He aged rapidly and did not smile as 
he used to. His face was sad and sol- 
emn and he spoke often of the money 
that was gone. Anyone could’ see that 
he suffered. es 

A telephone message reached police 
headquarters early in the afternoon. A 
policeman from the Carondelet - Station 
was sent to investigate and make 
report. ‘‘I know all about it without 
asking any questions,’ he said. ‘Poor 
old John Gaffney.”

FLUSHING, L. I., Dec. 31.—The aged 
mother of the Hains brothers arose 
from a sick bed today and came from 
New York to testify for her son, Thorn- 
ton J. Hains, on trial for the murder 
of William E. Annis. She had attended 
the court proceedings Tuesday, but yes- 
terday was ordered by her physician to 
remain at her hotel. 

Mrs. Hains was visibly weak when she 
entered the courtroom. She was not 
permitted to approach the defendant, 
‘but leaned on the arm of another son, 
Maj. Hains. She answered the .-first 
few perfunctory questions in a low 
voice. When Attorney McIntyre had 
established her relationship to the de- 
fendant and Capt. Peter C. Hains he 
began a series of questions intended to 
lead- up to the mental condition of the 
army man because of his troubles with 
his wife. 


‘ Mother Sebs in Chatr. 


The aged woman's voice quivered as 
she answered, tears came into her 
eyes, she looked appealing at her hus- 
band and at the Court and then buried 
her face in her hands as she sobbed 
audibly. 

Justice Crane spoke to her quietly. 
telling the mother to calm herself and 
take her own time. 

Mrs. Hains said that Peter was a deli- 
cate child, and there was little thought 
that he would live. She said he had ear 
and eye trouble, and when about 2 years 
old fell on his head.

She broke down again during 
the recital of her story, most of which

HUNDREDS PETITION BEGGS 





WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—The great 
American battleship fleet, built for pur- 
poses of destruction, may after a!l have 
to go down in histery as ene of the 
greatest humanitarian agents In modern 
times. Not content with the outpour- 
ings of private charity It is probable 
that the American Government will di- 
rect this great fleet, away from its own 
maritime progress towards home, to the 
stricken city of Messina and the ether 
Italian ports where devastation renders 
the unaided efforts of the Italian peo- 
ple themselves negligabie. 

The matter of dispatching the fleet on 
this mission of mercy is now under 
consideration, and a speedy decision in 
favor of such emplceyment is expected. 


The 15 warships are now making their 
way threugh the Red Sea and should 
arrive at Port Said, on the eastern en- 
trance of the Suez Canal, by Sunday. 
Here the ships will get orders by cable 
if, indeed, they have not previously got 
in touch with the cable station at Port 
Said by wireless. 

Supplies must be taken on, for the 
ships are just completing one of the 
longest legs of their remarkable voyage 
—from Colombo to Suez, about 3340 
miles, or a distance greater than they 
will have to cever to cross the Atlantic. 
So the coal bunkers will be nearly 
empty when the ships make port. 


Must Stop for Coal. 


No emergency, however great, would 
Warrant a warship in starting on a voy- 
age without sufficient supplies to make 
her destination. As from Suez to Mes- 
sina is about 900 miles, the battleships 
must spend at least two days somewhere 
in the canal taking on coal. A full sup- 
ply will be required because it is quite 
certain that even the great commercial 
pert of Messina is now no longer in a 
position to supply fuel for marine use. 

At least two days will be spent in 
passing the 16 ships through the Suez 
Canal from the Mediterranean to the 
Red Sea and the estimate made at the 
Navigation Bureau of the Navy Depart- 
ment is that the American fleet would 
reach Messina ubout Jan. 15, 

Of course it is possible that Admiral 
Sperry may decide to concentrate the 
activities of the coaling stations and 
supply stores on the canal banks on 
one of the swiftest ships and drive it 
ahead of the others to the scene of the 
disaster. 


Can Get There in Week. 


The advance guard is reported to be 
able to reach Messina by Jan. 7 or 8 in 
that case. The question is as to wheth- 
er the ships would arrive too late in 
the Italian ports to render any effective 
service. 

The decision of the department was 
that they could still do much good

The station master at Reggio says 
that immediately after the first shock a 
chasm 80 feet wide ws opened in the 
earth. From this theie gushed forth a 
flood of boiling water, some jets rising 
to the height of an ordinary house. 


ROME, Dec. 31.—To the terrifying 
spectacle ef death caused by Monday’s 
earthquake has now been added the hor- 
ror of starvation and the fear of a 
spread of pestilence. In the ruins of 
Messina, Reggio and varieus towns in 
Sicily and Calabria lie the bodies of the 
dead: which it has been ‘impossible to 
extrieate, and the homeless persens 
throng the little thoroughfares. 

Reports from various points in the 
stricken district indicate that the total 
dead will reach 200,000. Definite esti- 
mates from 4 towns bring the total to 
about 160,000 and there are many villages 
that have not been heard from except 
in stories of refugees that they are 
wiped out. 

| Few of 14,000 Left. 

In some of the smaller towns such as 
Palmi, near Monteleone, the suddenness 
and the completenerg of the earthquake 
was overwhelming. Of the 14,000 people 
living in Palmi, only a few svore are 
alive today. 

Yesterday 2200 corpses were buried in 
the cemetery there. The survivors of 
Ialmi, reinforced by rescuers from oth- 
er points and under the lead of soldiers 
and doctog#, are performing prodigies 
of valor. ny of them have been over- 
come by the conditions under which 
they are working.

Guns Salute Royal Pair.

the Italian and foreign warships at} 


Messina. 

Accompanied by ministers Orlando 
and Bertolini, he visited both Messina 
and Reggio, spending several hours at 
each place.

Crowds Beg for Food. 

At Sbarre Superiore, the survivors of 
the district surround everybody who 
goes by crying, “We are starving; in 
God’s name give .us food.” 

But the passersby have none to give. 
The village of Misitano is no more, and 
hundreds of dead bodies are decom- 
posing in the streets. 

Everything possible in the way of re- 
lief is being done at Reggio. Bfforts 
to seek out and free those who are still 
living are being made tantly. 

Rescuers are forced to prepare them- 
selves against the onslaught of the 
hungered. There are many vandals, 
and they are being shot down as fast 
as possible. 

Many. of the injured at Reggio surely 
will die. Some laugh, while others cry. 
One man, who had itt one arm, came 
out of a ruined house and started a 
ghastly dance. He .cried out that the 
whole thing was only @ dream, that 
Reggio was safe, and that his wife and 
children were uninjured and peacefully 
sleeping in their beds.

THE NEW PARK 
"FAIRGROUND! 


“Fairground” is the name of the city’s 
new park, which is the Ojd Fair 
Grounds. 

Mayor Wells and Park Commissioner 
Scanlan determined on the name Thurs-’ 
day, and their decision makes the name 
official. No ordinance is required. 

The name is one word, with no “s” at 


the end. It is not the intention to use 
the word ‘‘park’’ in connection with it. 
It will be simply Fairground, as the 
chief public place of Bagston is the Com- 
mon. 

The new park was acquired by pur- 
chase through an ordinance passed by 
the Municipal Assembly. A propggition 
for a bond issue for the purpose failed 
at the November election. The cost was 
$700,000, and the first installment of $60,- 
000 has been paid. 

The Old Fair Grounds were connected 
intimately with St. Louis history.” The 
annual fair was the great event of the 
Southwest, and Prince Albert Edward, 
now King Edward VII of England, was 
once entertained there. 

The fair was held for the last time 
in 1903, the year before the World’s 
Fair. ‘The racetrack there continued to 
be the principal track of the city until 
the abolition of racetrack betting killed 
the racing game in the summer of 196. 

The new park contains 131 acres. [1 
is bounded by Grand, Fair and ‘“os- 
suth avenues and Natural Bridge road, 
and is reached by the Grand, Cherokee, 
Lee, Spring, Vandeventer and Eight- 
eenth street car lines. 

The Post-Dispatch, last Tuesday, 
editorially suggested that the name 
“Fair Grounds” be retained for the 
park, without,the addition of the word 
“Park.” J. M, Holmes, a Post-Dis- 
patch reader, suggested in the “Let- 
ters From the People” column that 
the name be “Fair Grounds.” This. 
so far as known, is the nearest which 
any of the suggestions came to the

His arfest 
was brought about by Detective Cooper, 
who sent a map into the store to buy 10 
cents’ worth of morphine.

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SEARCHES CITY FOR WORK, 
SAYS THERE IS NONE HERE 
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James P. Moreland, well Educated and Capable, 
Declares His Experience Is That of 
Hundreds of Other Men. 





AMES .’. MORELAND, a young man 

J of good address, well bred and ca- 
pable, after tramping the streets 

of St. Louis for weeks in quest of work, 
came to the office of the Post-Dispatch 
to tell of his experience. He says it 
is that gof hyndreds of others whom he 
has met in search for work. 
“The only square meal I have had 
for a month was at the big Post-Dis- 
patch Christmas Festival dinner in the 
Coliseum,” he said. ‘All I have had to 
eat today has been a piece of pie and 
a cup ‘of coffee. 
“My father is a stock breker in 
Charleston, 8S. C., and my brother is 
Episcopal Bishop of California, resident 
at Sacramento. 

“T am an experienced hotel man and 
[ can do any sort of clerical work. I 
am not afraid of manual labor, but 
though I have offéred to take even 
the most menial positions, they have 
told me everywhere I went that they 
are not hiring men now. Instead, they 
are letting men go. 

“It seems that somewhere in St. Louis 
there ought to be a place for a man who 
is able and willing to work, but every- 
where I go for a job I find dozens of 
mén waiting for the same place.”’ 

Moreland exhibited more than a dozen 
letters of recommendation from former 
employes. All spoke highly of his char- 
acter and ability. 


His Wife Doesn’t Kaow. 
“T’ve been eating at a 4-cent lunch- 


room on Market street,’’ he said, ‘‘and 
I've been sent away from every one of 
the dozens of places where I’ve asked 
for work. But she doesn’t know what 
I’ve gone threugh here. I just write 
that I haven’t got on yet, that's all.”’ 

Moreland is 29 years old. He is stop- 
ping at 1610 Locust street and has been 
in St. Louls a little more than three 
weeks. This is his story in his own 
words: 
“My brother Will, the Bishop, was in 
Charleston four years ago. He said he 
wanted me to go West where there 
were’ more opportunities for advance- 
ment than in Charleston. He gave me 
a ticket to St. Louis, $8 in cash and 
letters to Bishop Tuttle and Dean Da- 
vis. 
“The first position I had here was 
as correspondent in the order depart- 
ment of Butler Bros. I answer the 
mail. During my stay in St. Louis at 
that time I became acquainted with 
the young lady whom I afterward mar- 

Lest His Position. 
“Subsequently I returned to Charles- 
ton. I entered the brokerage office of 
my father, working as a clerk. I want- 
to get into the hotel business and 
had tried to do so in St. Louis. Whilé 
in Charleston I.succeeded in getting an 
offer from the De Soto Hotel at Sa- 
vannah, Ga., as manager of the raths- 
kellar. I went-to Charleston and was 
working in that position when the fpro- 
hibition law put the rathskellar out of 
business. I went back to Charleston, 
“The young lady to whom I was en- 
gaged wrote me from St, Louis last 
Spring that if I did not come to 8t. 
Loulgs and marry her her during the 
summer I need not come at all. I was 
not in a position to marry, but I had 
passed my word. I had $50 and it took 
$24 of that to pay my way here. 
“I was a guest at my fiancee’s home. 
We talked things over and decided to 
elope. We went to Belleville May 1), 
but couldn’t get a license. Next day 
we went to Edwardsville and were mar- 
ried by an Episcopal minister. When 
he heard my name he asked me if I 
knew Bishop Moreland of California. I 
told him we were brothers and then he 
gave my bride and myself a little im- 
promptu wedding dinner.

Can't “Buy” a Job. 

“T have been to every hotel and every 
big business in St. Louis. They all say 
they are letting men go. Some have 
told me I couldn’t even buy a job in 
St. Louis. I applied for a job*as mes- 
senger boy at one of the telegraph of- 
fices. They told me I might keep com- 
ing back and if there was a vacancy I 
could get it. 

“I’ve tried to get a job washing dish- 
es or sweeping. Everywhere the an- 
swer is the same. I am told they are 
letting men go instead of hiring them. 
At one place I was told that if I got 
work it would put somebedy else in 
just the position I was in. And the man 
to whom I applied knew me and had 
written a letter of recommendation for 
me a couple of years ago. 


ei dy but Not Discouraged. 
“I’m hungry, but I’m _ not iscour- 


aged. Bishop Tuttle has loaned me 
money and has tried to help me. He's 
treated me very kindly. But I want to 
help myself. I know the stock and bond 
business better than anything. I'm a 
practical hotel man. I have worked as 
a male nurse. I have drawr: high sala- 
ries as a business correspondent, for I 
know how to dictate a business letter. 

“T received a ticket to the Post-Dis- 
patch Christmas dinner for’ homeless 
men. It was the best meal I'd had since 
I've been in St. Louis. I tell you it was 
good to sit down to a table with food 
on it like that. You couldn’t know what 
it meant till you've beer up against 
what I have. 

“The young lady who waited on me 
I recognized as one I had met socially 
during my first stay ‘n St. Louis four 
years ago. She didn’t remember me and 
I was glad. She was young and sweet 
and happy, like my two sisters. [ 
thought of them and it made the tears 
come into my eyes in spite of all I 
could do. 

“It was fine to have a-uinner like 
that, but somehow, being Christmas, 
my situation seemed all the more deso- 
late by contrast with the joy that was 
everywhere else.

Murderer Quarreled With 
Parent After His Release 
From Prison. 


NEW YORK, Dee. 31.—Arthur Trot- 
ter, a slight and poorly nourished man 
of 30 years, who was discharged from 
the Island on Tuesday morning, killed 
Mrs. Annie Trotter, his 70-year-old 
mother, yesterday afternoon. Within 


an hour he was under arrest. 

Trotter committed the murder with a 
carving knife.and an ax, and then sev- 
ered the head from the body. He built 
a fire on the parlor floor’and attempted 
to incinerate the head. All this time he 
wore only a pair of blue swimming 
trunks. 

Neighbors heard the row in the rooms 
of Mrs. Trotter, but that was nothing 
unusual when the son was about. , Then 
all was quiet. Only last June thé moth- 
er had the son committed to the Island 
for beating’ her and the neighbors, 
knowing of his return, supposed he was 
getting even. 

A half hour alter Mrs. Alice Simpson, 
who lives in the rear of the front tene- 
ment, looked out of her window and saw 
Trotter clad in the swimming trunks 
balancing himself at an open window 30 
feet from the ground. In his arms he 
held a human head. 

He jumped to the top of a small shed, 
dropped from there to the ground and 
darting into the house reached his own 
rooms. 


Says Saint Directed Murder. 
In an instant the tenants were in an 


uproar. Policemen were éalled and soon 
the man was a prisoner. 

Owing to his behavior the prisoner 
was sqnt to Bellevue and there he told 
of his return from the Island on Tues- 
day and a quarrel with his mother, who 
would only give him $8 when he desired 
more, 

Then he stated that he killed his 
mother because St. Michael ordered 
him to. 

At times Trotter talked in a ram- 
bling way, and at other times he ap- 
peared sane. Asked if his mother had 
money, he replied that she possessed 
$18,000. This was in szeveral savings 
banks, the books of which were in tne 
hands of a priest. 

When Trotter was arrested he wore 
a pair of rubbers, which he said were 
iron shoes, and declared that the Virgin 
Mary had told him to purge his sou] 
by killing his mother. Dr. McCarthy 
of St. Vincent’s Hospital suggested 
sending him to the Bellevue psycopathic 
ward. 


Coroner Doubts Iasanity Theo 
“If Trotter had been out Of his mind 


while in Jail the authorities would have 
found it out,’’ said Coroner <Acritelli. 
“The fact that they made no such re- 
port speaks for itself.’ 

While the Coroner was making his 
investigation, William Steiner, the wom- 
an’s son-in-law, arrived. 

“Mrs. Trotter was the widow of Wil- 
liam Trotter, who for many years con- 
ducted a prosperous spice and flavoring 
extract business in F_udson street,” said 
Steiner. ‘“‘When he died he left her 
a considerable sum of money, which, I 
understand, was deposited in four sav- 
ings banks, It was Mrs. Trotter's idea 
to live on the income and not touch the 
principal. 

“As a result ‘of this she had consid- 
erable trouble with her son, who refused 
to work, and who cofitinually came to 
her for cash. Six months ago she had 
him sent away for beating her. No 
longer ago than last week she told me 
that she ought to move where her son 
could not find her upon his release. She 
intimated that she feared he would 
harm her.”

Oral prophylaxis is not just talk, as 
its name would seem to indicate, It is 
not a new form of dental faith cure, in 
which the tooth doctor will talk to the 
offending molar, saying: 

‘Nice little toofie, good little toofie. 
Mustn't ache any more.”’ 

But oral prophylaxis is so harmless 
that if you, were carrying it point up- 
ward and you slipped on a@ banana peel 
and fell down and stuck it in your eye, 
it wouidn’t hurt you a bit. 

‘Prophylaxis’ is the big thing, the 
coming thing in dentistry,” said Dr.

He will be 
on tite same plane as the medital diag- 
nostician—a highly trained professional 
gentleman, whose province it will be to 
show his patients how. to keep their

“Of course, it will take time to reach 
this ideal. The public will have to be 
educated in the necessity of prophylaxis. 
If men and women would. learn the 
great value: of putting themselves in the 
hands of a good dentist before their 
teeth are attacked by disease there 
would iors little necessity 
operative dentistry, which, under pres- 
ent conditions, is the leading activity of 
the profession,”’ 

Papers on prophylaxis hav been read 
at the meeting by Dr. Thomas B. Plart- 
zell of the University of Minnesota 
and Dr. N. &. Hoff of the University 
of Michigan. 

Dr. Hartzell said in order to keep the 
mouth in perfect condition the_ tooth 
brush should be used at least 4 minutes 
every morning and the same length of 
time before retiring. 

At Thursday’s session papers were 
read by Dr. H. M. Semans of the Star- 
ling (O.) Medical College and Dr. John 
Q. Bryam of the Indiana Dental College.

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CUBA LIBRE AGAIN. 

_ The American troops are preparing to evacuate 
Cuba, after having spent more than three years 
pacifying the island. Provisional Governor Ma- 
goon is to leave there within a few weeks after 
turning the Government over t» the newly elect- 
ed officials, and the American flag will be hauled 
down from Moro Castle. 

During the time that the American provisional 
government has been in charge the local gov- 
ernment has also existed. Courts, mayors, pro- 
vincial governors and police officials have carried 
on the domestic affairs under the guidance of 
American army officers who have interfered only 
when such action was necessary. Millions of dol- 
lars have been spent in public improvements and 
the expenditure of other millions has been planned, 
so that the income of the little republic is mort- 
gaged for years to come. 

Sr. Jose Miguel Gomez, the next President, and 
Dr. Arturo Zayas, the Vice-President, have had 
much experience in Cuban affairs. They were 
candidates for the offices they are soon to hold at 
the previous election, when President Palma won, 
and their refusal to accept the result of the voting 
precipitated the revolution and caused the in- 
terference of the United States. They are Lib- 
erals and had they been defeated last month by 
Gen. Menocal, the Conservative candidate, no one 
posted on affairs in Cuba can doubt that there 
would have been another revolution and the de- 
feated men and their ardent followers would have 
“taken to the woods.” 

The Conservatives, who represent the monied in- 
terests of Cuba, are not downcast at the election 
of Gomez and Zayas. They do not believe that 
Gomez will be able to do what Estrada Palma 
failed to do, ana they expect internal dissen- 
sion to begin again soon and cause the United 
States to return to preserve the peace. This will 
not be unsatisfactory to the property owners, be- 
cause they want stability, even if it is assured at 
the hands of an alien race.. And the best-posted 
persons in Cuba believe that stability will come 
only when the American flag is raised over Moro 
Castle to remain for all time.

| OUIS JOLIET (or Joiliet} was the first of America’s great soldiers of. 














fortune to be born in America. 

He was the son of a Quebec wagon maker. Brought up under Jesuit 
teachings he was designed for the priesthood. But, in 1668, when he was 22 and 
had aiready taken certain minor orders as priest, he scandalized all Quebec by 
throwng aside his ovlavk robe and embarking on the perilous career of forest 
adventurer. 

Into the Western wilderness he went, in 
Lhut and other ‘“‘forest runners,” he fought, tricked and bargained with the 
Savages, and, incidentally, caught the fever of exploration. All the vast 
Anierican continent, save for a few patches of civilization along its borders, 
Was tntrodden ground. No man knew what wonders, what riches, it might 
contain. Already, Cortez and his fellow Spaniards had found incredible 
wealth in gold and jewels. Others had discovered such natural marvels as 
Niagara Falls. WEveryone believed there might, somewhere in the unknown 
land, be more things as well worth the finding.

To strengthen his expedition he visited the Jesuit 
fon on Lake Superior and met Pere (Father) Marquette, who joined forces 

with him. On May lI7, 1672, Joliet, Marquette and five followers began a voyage 
compared to which a trip around the world nowadays wou:d pve mere child's 
play. 

The details of that voyage down the Mississippi, its dangers and discover- 
jes, have already been dwelt upon in full in the article of ‘‘Pere Marquette.” 
The explorer traveled south to within a few days’ sail of the river’s mouth. 
Then, fearing lest Spanish a.tack might ruin their plans, they turned back. 
Joliet had taken copious notes of each step of the route, had drawn careful 
maps of the whole district through which they passed and had written ex- 
haustive accounts of every incident. He and Marquette parted on the way 
north, and Joliet hurried toward Canada with his news. , 

In the spring of 1674, when weil on his way to Quebec, Joliet’s canoe was up- 
set while shooting the Lachine rapids, and every paper, tinap and note was lost. 
Heartsick over this destruction of the labor of two years, he nevertheless set to 
work copying from memory his maps and rewriting his recollections of thé voy- 
age. He was warmly welcomed at Quebec and received high office there. He 
married Clara Bissot, a local belle, and prepared to settle down as a prosperous 
landowner. But the fever of discovery was still upon him. Soon he begged the 
French Government to let him colonize, in France’s 
name, the rich Mississippi Valley. The plea was re- 
jected. As balm for the refusal Joliet received a tifle 
to the Island of Anticosti. There he built a fort and 
metactarrataseatnsatnsmtriiomewemade his home. Scarcely had he gathered about him a 
flourishing community when the English swooped down upon his beloved is- 
land, in 1690, captured it, destroyed his fort and houses, seized his entire for- 
tune and took his wife prisoner. 

At 4 the soldier of fortune was forced to begin life all over. In na way 
discouraged, Joliet turned explorer once more and plunged again into the wil- 
Gerness. He explored nearly all the coast of Labrador, sought for mines on 
Lake Superior, and at last, in 1707, was rewarded by a new grant of land near 
Guebec. There, three years, later, he died.

This was what she sgid when the head 
waiter of the French cafe suggested 
that they try “L’Escargots.”’ 

But the waitér was wroth—hurt in his 
tenderest spot, his profession. 

Te is wrong to have such prejudice, 
lady; you not know the deliciousness of 
ze dish; l’escargots—yes, it is what you 
Americans call ‘snails,’ but oh, ze dif- 
ference! Zey are not ze common snail; 
zey are imported; raised for eating, and 
nevare on ze ground; nevare!”’ 

“Nevare! Ze ‘snails,’ as you call 
seemed rather an astonishing thing to 
Say regarding snails. 

“‘Nevare! Ze ‘snails,’ as you call 
zem, are grown on vines, beautiful, 
sweet-smelling vines—ze exquisite grape 
vines of sunny France” (and the waiter 
rolled his eyes in a patriotic frenzy), 
“and zey nevare leave ze green bower 
till—voila, ze table!’’ ‘ 

Freed from the dialect, this is the 
method; it seems that the _ snails 
(which are much larger than our ¢om- 
mon variety, being about the size of an 
English walnut) are taken from the 
vines alive, and sealed up airtight with 
plaster of paris. Then they are export- 
ed, and (still in a hibernating state), 
sold to the restaurant. For the table 
they are prepared thus: The plaster is 
removed, they are immersed in boiling 
water. Then when cooked, the snails 
are taken out of the shell, covered with 
a rich dressing, and returned to the 
covering, in which they are brought to 
the table. Four or five is the average 
serving, and the taste is tangy and in- 
teresting. They are served with a tiny 
oyster folk and sugar tongs. With the 
latter the shell is held, while the meat 
is extracted with a folk. The meat is 
tough, suggesting, in quality and flavor, 
the gizzard of a fowl.

ropes with a bombardment of rights ana 
lefts that not only stung the big native 
son, but seemed at times to: have him 
in a dangerous condition. Barry worked 
a left hook to the jaw -and a right 
swing to the head almost incessantly. 
and seldom failed to land with good ef- 
fect until after the 2th round. Then 
he began to slow down, and after the 
25th round his blows seemed to lack 
steam.

Barry had previously~said he was 
willing to meet Johnson at any .time 
and place.if he suceeeded in defeating 
Kaufmann, ahd the latter was more re- 
luctant and his manager has stated 
that under no  circumsta would 
Kaufmann be allowed to figM a negro. 

Last night’s was the first 45-round 
fight ever scheduled tn Southern Cali- 
fornia, and the prospect of a long mill 
meant much to the devotees of the fight 
fame. Kaufmann was a heavy public 
favorite in the betting, and but few 
picked the Chicago man as a likely 
winner. It was stated that Barry had 
backed himself to win at odds of 2 to 1.
